CABINET • CLOSED 
HOOKS FOR HOLDING TOOLS 


We believe there Is a definite need for practical tool 
storage. A place for every tool or group of tools, 
where every tool is visible and can be quickly removed 
or replaced. To be practical, it should be more than a 
tool board. We think it should be a cabinet type, with 
doors that permit locking when the service department 
is closed. However, there are many questions which 
must be answered. How large should the cabinet be? 
This would be determined by the square feet of storage 
area that would be considered practical. The sketch 
shows acabinetapproximatelySdincheswlde, 481nches 
high and 12 Inches deep. Such a cabinet provides 24 
square feet of storage area. Do you think the cabinet 
should be larger - say four feet by six feet - giving 48 
square feet of storage area? 

There are several ways of providing flexibility for hang¬ 
ing or supporting tools of every shape and size. One 
method is illustrated. The back panel would be formed 
with slotted projections into which the support could be 
Inserted and bent to suit the shape of the tool. Thus the 
storage space can be arranged to suit any tools or group 
of tools. They can be removed and new tools added by 
rearranging the supports. It could be done quickly and 
easily without special equipment.
